BIG SfrEPS BY LITTLE TOWNS 
By John M. Dalton 
Governor of Missouri 
In The Missouri Municipal Review 
The most gratifying symptoms 
of civic spirit and community pro­ 
gress in Missouri are found, not in 
our metropolitan cities but in our 
smallest municipalities. 
Our 
larger 
cities 
uould 
be 
aghast at spending as much per 
capita for public water and sewer 
facilities as the citizens of several 
of our littlest towns have obligated 
themselves for. ’ 
Take, for example, the city of 
Alma, population 357, in Lafayette 
County, Alma was the first town 
of less than 500 population in Mis­ 
souri to build both water and sew­ 
er systems — and spent $204.000 
doing it. That’s $600 per capita. To 
equal that. St. Louis would have tp 
vote $450 millions in bonds, or Kan­ 
sas City nearly $300 millions. 
But Alma is not the smallest 
town in Missouri having public 
water and sewer systems. Prairie 
Home. Population 213, in Cooper 
County, holds that honor. Prairie 
Home invested $90,000 ($40.000 tor 
sewer mains and lagoon. $50,000 
for water plant» to modernize, it­ 
self in this manner and protect the 
health of its citizens. 
Even 
more 
striking 
are 
the 
cases of Portage des Sioux, porw- 
lation 371, in St. Charles County; 
Martinsburg, population 330, in Au­ 
drain County; Baring, population 
213, in Knox County, and Center, 
population 415, in Ralls County. I 
Each of these towns has built a 
complete municipal sewer system, 
including as acceptable means of 
disposal, either lagoon or septic 
tank, within the last six years. And 
not one of these towns has a city 
water system! 
Private water supplies, in each 
ease, were felt to be adequate, but 
the citizens wanted to protect the 
public health and add to the liv- 
abilit.v of their communites, with 
a modern sewer facility. 
The spirit with which these im­ 
provements were accomplished is 
tremendous, and certainly points a 
lesson to any of us w ho may jive 
in larger places that are neglect­ 
ful of providing as they should for 
public health, progress and de­ 
cency! 
Any community that thinks it 
is too small to move forward is 
mistaken. The means is at hand, 
if the spirit is 
willing. 
Federal 
planning loans can be had, and the 
citizens should learn from other 
towns of similar size how the fin­ 
ancing can be done when the will­ 
ingness is present,

“burden" on property owners when 
a town improves in this manner. 
The truth in most cases, if not 
all, is that the value of real edate 
in a town that has these modern 
facilities is greater than similar 
real property in towns of the same 
size that have not improved. Often­ 
times, the difference in real estate 
selling prices is actually enough to 
offset the total cost of the im­ 
provements. If you are interested, 
you can check this out to your 
own satisfaction by pricing simi­ 
lar residential properties in towns 
that have modernized, and towns 
that have not. 
I do not mean to imply that 
every town ought 
to 
undertake 
such public 
projects. 
The 
hard 
facts of our times may be that 
some Missouri towns face the nec­ 
essity of "dying gracefully," since 
the exonomic excuse for their exist­ 
ence has gone. 1 hope this may 
not prove to be true, but I tear 
that it is. 
The others will most likely lind 
that modernization is necessary to 
survival.

POWER OVER THE PEOPLE 


During the past three decades, a one-time obedient servant 
of the American people, the Federal Government, has 
grown into a giant. This giant is fast becoming the master 
of its creators and whether we admit it or not, it was creat­ 
ed through our own selfishness, greed, and ignorance. 
Like the tentacles of a giant octopus, bureaus, depart­ 
ments. agencies and commissions are slowly but surely im­ 
prisoning the American people. 
We must get away from the idea of something for nothing. 
How can we afford to disregard the fact that what is given 
to one man for nothing must first be taken from the man 
who earned it? Karl Marx’s philosophy, “From each accord­ 
ing to his ability, to each according to/his needs,” is being 
strengthened every* day by the bureaucrats in Washington 
who apparently believe that the American people are incap­ 
able of doing anything for themselves. On the other hand, 
by our continual dependence on the Federal Government to 
do for us things we should do for ourselves, we the people 
ara proving them right. 
Power is a dangerous thing and unless it is controlled by 
strong moral forces, it will deprive man of his freedom. This 
truth is being emphasized by the trend of centralized gov­ 
ernment to usurp more and more power over the people. 
lf we took time to think at all, we would not expect the 
governmental giant to remain our obedient and beneficient 
servant in the light of the privileges and powers that it has 
been granted from all sides, lf we had, by now we would have 
been enlightened in this respect for we are now beginning to 
sea how its demands upon our substance increase daily. And 
the sad truth is that its insatiable appetite will not be satis­ 
fied until we give it the only worthwhile possession we have 
to pass on to future generations. Unless Americans today 
regain their desire to preserve their self-reliance, fhture 
generations may not have the freedom to even consider the 
question. 
You may object that some of these powers are necessary. 
Certainly, there is a great area of function for the Federal 
Government, and it is clearly outlined by the Constitution. 
However, there is hardly an instance of government giving 
up authority once it has been acquired unless the people de­ 
mand that it be abandoned. During war, the Federal Govern­ 
ment has broad, sweeping powers, and rightly so. But do 
you realize how many of the wartime power* given to the 
Federal Government back in 1941 have never been relinquish­ 
ed? Take a look at our tax structure, for instance, and you 
will be amazed how many of the wartime emergency taxes 
are still being taken from your paycheck. We commend 
those loyal servants of the American people who work for 
government, often at far less salaries than they could make 
in private enterprise, who are performing functions which 
our Constitution ascribes to the Federal Government. But 
we do protest about the aura of police statism which is 
developing in this country. 
To those who say that our concern has no foundation, we 
set forth our nation’s Capital and its metropolitan popula­ 
tion of almost 2.5 million as a classic example. In Washing­ 
ton, almost everybody works for government, and because 
of various laws, some written and some implied, this is a 
city of frightened people. If they disagree with a policy being 
pursued by their government, they don’t dare express them­ 
selves. If they disagree with the manner in which they are 
told to do their jobs, or if they see where taxpayers’ money 
could be saved, they are fearful of speaking out because it 
might be misconstrued as a criticism of the giant Federal 
Government. Controversial questions are taboo with many 
government employees and most of them can’t tell why they 
are afraid to freely express themselves. 
Recently, we read a story about the deliberations of the 
Supreme Court regarding whether or not the private speech­ 
es of an employee of government could be copyrighted. Dur­ 
ing the course of the questioning one Supreme Court Justice 
asked one of the lawyers about a speech on American foreign 
policy made by Chief Justice Earl Warren in California. The 
lawyer replied that most of what the Supreme Court Justices 
say off the bench can be copyrighted because their official 
duty ends when they take off their robes. We could not help 
thinking of the other employees of government—such as 
men who do not wear robes, but who do wear uniforms of 
military insignia, and outstanding men of every walk of 
life who give up their work for a period of years and come 
to Washington to serve their government because they are 
good citizens, but who are not allowed to have freedom of 
speech. They can't speak their minds simply because they 
might not completely agree with the policies*of the Federal 
Government. 
The Federal Government exists to defend and uphold the 
Constitution of the United States and to perform those func­ 
tions which the people or the States cannot best perform for 
themselves. If we have lost freedom of expression among 
those who work for the Federal Government, if Federal em­ 
ployees, because they are employees of government, no long­ 
er feel free to express their views on matters on which 
there might be a difference of opinion—what hope is there 
for keeping freedom for the rest of the country? This is 
symbolic of the government we have been making toward a 
police state. It is time to put a stop to such thinking. It is 
time for all Americans to have freedom of speech—even if 
it is only when they take off their robes or their uniforms, 
or when they leave tiieir desks.

It is alarming to most of us to see how noticeably our 
government is afflicted with the disease of giantism. When 
we ask. “What can we do? Can anything be done to halt the 
spread of the disease? Can a cure be effective?” the an­ 
swer is “Yes.” 
Where does hope lie? Certainly not in an apathetic, in­ 
active citizenry. If we hope to continue to live as a free na­ 
tion, we must stand up and be counted and w-e must follow 
such a stand with action. Americans, whose ancestors pledged 
their fortunes, their sacred honor and their lives for free­ 
dom’s cause, need to open our eyes and take a stand for self- 
reliance, instead of extending a hand toward Washington.

There is not one person in the state 
entirely free from the tragedy a 
traffic crash can bring.”

Disenchantm ent in a Caboose 
A lifetim e yen to ride in a ca­ 
boose has been m odified for us oy 
the news that the New Haven Rail­ 
road is resisting a new Rhode Is­ 
land law requiring that caboose be 
equipped with running water and 
electric lights. At present it seem s 
that the New Haven caboose com e 
with five - gallon water tanks for 
bathing, gallon jugs for drinking 
water, and kerosene lam ps. This is 
not exactly life in a caboose as 
we had visualized it. 
It had alw ays looked to us as 
though there would be something 
j specially jaunty about a jaunt in 
j a caboose, bobbing along so pertly 
at the tail - end of the freight 
train, a little ridiculous in its saw ­ 
ed - off lines yet m anaging a de­ 
meanor of dignity by m eans of 
its tiny self - sufficiency.

Missouri is preparing to put into 
force the Manpower training and 
Development Act recently passed 
by the Congress and signed into 
law by the President. 
Several thousand Missourians un­ 
employed are expected to retrain 
under the act, learning new skills 
sought rn the job market. Thus It Is 
expected that they will go off the 
rolls of the unemployed to fill posi­ 
tion* now vacant because of short­ 
ages of qualified labor. 
Title I of the training act states 
“that it is in the national interest 
that he opporuniy to acquire new 
skills be afforded to these people 
in order to alleviate hardships 
of unemployment, reduce the costs 
of 
unemployment 
compensation 
and public assistance, and to in­ 
crease the nation's productivity 
and its capacity to meet the re­ 
quirements of the space age,” 
The Secretary of Labor is charg­ 
ed with carrying out the act. In 
Missouri, the Division of Employ­ 
ment 
Security 
will 
select 
the 
trainees and the Department of 


Education will select instructors 
and provide facilities. 
Precisely when the job training 
will begin in the state is not now 
known, according to Stanley Os­ 
born, of the Division of Employ­ 
ment Security, but he says a meet­ 
ing to discuss the new law is plan- 
ned for April 3-5 in Kansas City. 
Merton 
Wheeler, 
director 
of 
trades and industrial education for 
the Department of Education, says 
the law has been anticipated in 
i Missouri for more than a year and 
i the state has been preparing for 
it. He says the employment secur- 
1 ity division and the education de­ 
partment has established a “good 
working relationship,” that persons 
in administrative and supervisory 
capacities at the local level who 
might be involved have been alert­ 
ed and that informal surveys of 
possible facilities including class­ 
room and shops have been made. 
Under the new law, trainees will 
be eligible for up to 52 week* of 
subsistence payment* while train­ 
ing. amounting to about $30 a week 
I depending upon amount of income 
being earned at the time, if any. 
In addition, there are provisions 
j for travel money if trainees live 
a distance from the training site. 
An idea of how the new law 
will work perhaps can be gained 
by ■ look at a similar manpower 
training program being conducted 
in the Lead Belt Area as a part of 
the Area Redevelopment Act pass­ 
ed by the Congress and signed into 
law by the President last year.
